The amendment filed on 10 May 2010 amending all claims drawn to the elected invention and presenting only claims drawn 
to a non-elected invention is non-responsive (MPEP § 82 1 .03). The currently amended claims are not readable on the elected 
invention. 

The currently amended claims and original claims are directed to related processes, systems and storage media. The related 
inventions are distinct if: (1) the inventions as claimed are either not capable of use together or can have a materially different design, 
mode of operation, function, or effect; (2) the inventions do not overlap in scope, i.e., are mutually exclusive; and (3) the inventions as 
claimed are not obvious variants. See MPEP § 806. 05 (j). In the instant case, the inventions as claimed serve different functions. In 
this instance, the original claims (and the previous version of the claims filed on 31 August 2009) comprise finding outlying data 
points using strip functions (see original claim 4 and claim 1 of the set of claims filed on 31 August 2009). In the set of currently 
amended claims filed on 10 May 2010, there is no recitation of strip functions. Instead, the currently amended claims comprise 
finding outlying data points using prescribed intervals parsed repeatedly into subintervals. Consequently, while the originally 
presented (and examined) set of claims pertains to using strip functions to find outliers, the currently amended set of claims pertains to 
distinct subject matter of interval parsing to find outliers. Furthermore, the inventions as claimed do not encompass overlapping 
subject matter and there is nothing of record to show them to be obvious variants.
